Death of Robert C. BentonOne
of Holt's Greatly Beloved

Citizens.

The death of It. C. Kenton, which
occurred Saturday of last week, April
24, removes from our community and
the county at large, one whoaoltved
that the world mm battered by his
having lived In It.

While his death was expected, It
nevertheless came as a shock to our
people. All our people, Irrespective
of rank, station or calling, hoped that
he might rally, and were buoyed up
in that hope from the fact that he
had been able to take a short ride on
the preceding Sunday, but this was
broken by the coming of the second
stroke on the day following, and the
end soon followed.

Mr. Denton, to our mind, was the
Ideal citizen of the
kind. One who never faltered, and
tvas ever ready to do his part In ad
vanclng the material Interests of his
city and county In which he had
lived so long and well.

He was loyal and true tothechiirch
of his choice, and never failed to do

his part In advancing the cause of
the church, the Sunday school and
our public schools, "Hy their deeds
ye shall know them," was the every
day life of Hobert U llenton the uv

ery kindly Christian gentleman.
In his young manhood he Identified

himself with the Christian church
and for many years scried as elder
and deacon, and superintendent of
the Sunday school of the Oregon
church, organizing the Sunday school
on coming here In b"!.

There Is not a home In our little
community, that does not feel keenly
the death of Mr. Kenton, for he was
greatly beloved by all our reople. lie
was also an honored member of (Ire

. gon lodge, A., K. & A M., anil hat!

served as master of the lodge.
Mr. llenton was atypical Southern

er, with Uil those pleasing manners
that characterize the man of the sun-

ny Southland. He was born In Estill
county, Kent tick, February 2i,
and died at his home In Oregon, from
pafalysts, on Saturday, April 21, H'I5,
aged 3 years, I month and -'.' days.

Ills parents were Mr. and Mrs.
'Richard Ilent n, and ho was the llflh
child of a family of eight children,
all of whom lnvo crossed to the other
slioro.s&ve one sister, Mrs. Kniina
Harris, of this city, who survives
him.

In ISHil he came to Holt county,
and located on a form east of Oregon,
and In 1 S!K he was elected to the of-

fice of county clerk, as a Democrat,
serving his term of four years. On
retiring from this oillce, he entered

iim-rca- l estate, loan and Insurance,
''and auctioneer business, which he

continued until his late affliction,

which came In the form of a stroke
of paralysis while attending to his
business allalrs in the city, on Aug-us- t

13, 10M, from which he became

helpless, and remained so to his
death. He accepted the Inevitable
and patiently awaited his Unal sum-

mons with that Christian patience,
that ever characterized his beautiful
Christian life. The loving care of

wife and son and wife, and hosts of

friends, only gave proof of the love

and esteem In which he was held by

kindred and friends.
Mr. llenton served as an alderman

from the east ward, and on the death
of Mayor 0. W. Murphy served as

, mayor; he' also acted as mayor, by

reason of the resignation of Mayor

Ben V. M6rgan. He also served as
president of our commercial club, and
president of our Chautauqua associa-

tion. Whatever came to him to do,

he did with his whole strength, physl-ca- i

ud meatal. His passing will be

mol keenly felt In our community.
Mr. llenton was married three

times: to Mary l', O'Brien, at Cham-

paign, III., November II, one
child, Hugh 0 now of Tennessee,
was born by this union and survives.
In 1"?0 lie married Isabella O Ilrlcn,
In Champaign, 111 : one child, Harry,
was born by this marriage and Is now-

deceased. In 14ft Mr. Benton moved
to Morton. Kan., and In 11?'! came to
Holt county, and August u, 1SH, he
married Mary Jane Landers: four
children were born to this union,
Mary and Thomas, now deceased: F.arl
and William Bryan with their mother
survive.

Impressive funeral services were
held from the Christian church,
Monday afternoon, April Si), where
for years he was so faithful, and
steadfast, the funerat being conduct
ed by his pastor, Elder B. II. Daw-

son, after which the Masonic order
look charge, and his remains were
latd to rest In the Maple Grove ceme
tery, with the honors of the Masonic
order.
